STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Dependent claims 7, 8, 13, 14, 15, 19, 20, 24 and 25 have been written in independent 
form to comply with the BPAI decision dated 06/29/09 reversing all rejections. 

Regarding claims 7, 14, 19 and 24, the BPAI decision states that the cited reference 
"fails to explicitly disclose querying the data warehouse to determine which terminals are 
located on sites at which a selected business activity is carried out" (page 14). 

Regarding claims 8, 15, 20 and 25, the BPAI decision states that the cited reference fails 
to teach the step (f) selecting an advertisement for display at the terminal dependent on the 
statistical distribution with the teaching of the ATM using a range of 0 to 1 and necessarily 
functions in accordance with, or includes, the claimed limitation of calculating a statistical 
distribution of the frequency of different transactions occurring at a terminal (pages 14 and 15).
